WAR industries board gives 

RECOGNITION TO IMMENSE IN¬ 
DUSTRIES OF SAN MATEO 
COUNTY. 

In the organization plan of Region 
No. 19 of the Resources and Conver¬ 
sion Section of the War industries 
Board, San Mateo county has been 
included in district No. 1 along with j 
the city and county of San Fran¬ 
cisco. These are the only two coun¬ 
ties in this district. The city of Oak¬ 
land has been placed in the second 
district along with Alameda, Contra 
Costa and Solano counties.

Commission of this region.

’ Fernandez became panicky and at¬ 
tempted to jump from the moving car, 
t striking his head on the floor above 
and throwing the upper part of his 
body off the elevator. He was caught 
at the waist between the moving ele¬ 
vator and platform and badly 
crushed. 

Although extricated almost imme¬ 
diately, an examination by Dr. Dolley 
showed his injuries to be fatal. 

Fernandex was 24 years of age and 
a native of Spain. He had been in 
tliis country a little over a year. He 
leaves a mother, brothers and sisters 
in his native land. 

The coroner’s jury returned a ver¬ 
dict of accidental death due to care¬ 
lessness of the deceased. The ele¬ 
vator is an improved type and had 
recently been inspected.

Corporal Etienne Fourcans, re¬ 
cently arrived overseas, has written 
the following letters to his people 
here: 

France, June 14, 1918. 

Dear Folks: At last some real 
French paper and envelope. I wrote 
you a few days ago, but having a 
little spare time I thought I would 
drop you a few lines. Since my last 
letter I have made a little move. At 
present I am not far from where 
they are raising the devil. The roar 
of the cannon puts us to sleep. It 
doesn’t bother us the least bit. It 
takes quite a bit to scare us fellows. 

I am feeling fine and dandy and 
only hope you people are as well. 
The weather here is simply grand. 
Reminds me of my vacation days. So 
far I have been in swimming twice. 
At Recques a couple of fellows and 
I went into a small river, and the 
major came along and saw us. He 
asked us how the water was. That 
settled it. He then ordered the whole 
regiment in. Ha, ha. It sure was a 
treat to the fellows and they didn’t 
have any trouble forcing any one in. 

We have done some hiking since 
we landed in France. In all, we have 
done about fifty miles. We have cov¬ 
ered considerable territory with 
trains also. I have been in western, 
northwestern and northern France. I 
cannot mention any towns, but I 
passed within one mile of Paris at 
one time. Wished I could have 
dropped off to say hello to Aunt 
Amelie. I might get a chance to see 
them before long. 

I am glad that I made the allot¬ 
ment to you, because money is not 
good to us except to buy wine once 
in a while. We cannot buy any bread 
or other eats because the people are 
only allowed so much. But leave it 
to me, I manage to get it. 

A friend of mine from Tuolumne 
county and I went to a farmhouse 
one night and I asked a madame if 
she had any eggs to sell. I bought 
a dozen and asked her to cook them 
for me. She was very nice about it. 
A twelve-egg omelet, plenty bread 
and butter and two bottles of old 
French hard cider. Oh, but my 
stomach got surprised. Ha, ha. 

There are plenty of airplanes in 
this section of the country. At times 
they fly over us in flocks of twenty- 
five or more. Looks just like a flock 
of ducks or geese. Of course, we do 
not see many enemy machines. They 
come around at night. They are 
mighty careful where they come, be¬ 
cause the French 75s are always 
there to say “hello.” When they start 
barking it is no fun. 

Well, I must cut this off here, 
hoping this finds you in the best of 
spirits and enjoying good health. My 
best to all my friends.

Dear Folks: Just a few lines to let 
you know that I am feeling fine and 
dandy. I only hope this letter finds 
you in the same condition. 

We are finally located in a place 
where we will be for an unlimited 
period. We are only about ten kilo¬ 
metres from the front line, but feel as 
safe as fi we were in the United 
States. Every day and night we hear 
the steady bombarding, but it doesn’t 
seem to annoy us any. The American 
boys are sure doing some fine work 
at present and have the Germans out 
in the open. That is just where we 
want them. If we keep up as we 
have been I will be eating Christmas 
dinner with you as sure as m-u-d 
spells mud. Our division went into 
the trenches lately and fine reports 
are coming back. It makes me feel 
out of place when I hear all my 
friends are up on the front line and 
I am back here working in an office. 
But some one has to do it. 

Sunday I went to church for the 
first time in France, like all good

Our new home is a fine place, lo¬ 
cated near a nice river, and in a 
fairly large town. After retreat we 
are allowed to go out. We generally 
go and buy a drink or two. Sometimes 
we go in a bakery and buy a loaf of 
bread and then some butter, and 
then we charge on it. Once in a while 
I have an Anisette or an Amer Picon, 
etc. The butter is fine, just like we 
used to get from Charlie Guidali. 
Maybe you think I don’t do justice to 
it. 

I have been kept very busy lately. 
The colonel calls on me quite often 
to be his interpreter. This morning 
1 was away all day with him in his 
automobile. I had about a forty-mile 
ride. Pretty soft, eh? 

We have not been paid yet this 
month, but expect to be very shortly. 
Of course, I do not need it, but it is 
welcome, just the same. I have not 
touched my reserve yet. They are 
going to pay us in French money. 

I have plenty of fun with the 
French young ladies. I go out and 
pretend I do not know any French, 
and then I let out a little. Good 
night! When they find out I talk it 
they surround me as if I was a 
wonder. Ha, ha! 

It has been raining to-day, but it 
doesn’t matter much because we are 
inside most of the time. At least, 1 
am. 

The food we are getting now is 
much better than we had when we 
were in the English secteur. Now 
we are in the French secteur and get 
about the same food as the French. 
We have French bread, which is very 
dark, but good. We are entitled to 
wine, but do not get it. We have good 
coffee instead. While in the English 
our chief food was canned beef, hard¬ 
tack and tea, while now we have 
French bread, butter, soup, stew, 
mashed potatoes and coffee. How’s 
that? 

Well, I must close, hoping you are 
all in the best of spirits and health, 
and don’t worry about me, because I 
am taking care of myself.

Unused Material 


The defeat in Congress of the amendment of the revenue bill extending 
the selective draft to 40 years and backward to 18, if it indicates anything 
like a permanent policy of the government, will place our country in a most 
anomalous position. 

The call from overseas is for more and more men—millions and more 
millions of men. Already the newspapers are reporting from every section 
of the country that Class 1 of the former draft is practically exhausted. 
Secretary Baker has stated that we are transporting troops at the rate of 
400,000 a month. The men coming of age in the past year number scarcely 
a million, and not nearly all of these will be listed in class 1. From where 
are recruits coming during the next three or four months? Will we have 
to go into the lower classes to secure them? 

Many public men of sound judgment favored placing the age limit at 40 
or 45 in the beginning. This, it seems to us, would have been the wiser 
course. Our country has a wealih of good lighting material between the 
ages of 31 and 45. Thousands of these men would make capital soldiers. 
They are inured to life's hard knocks, settled in their hrfbits, and with very 
little training would be a match for Germany’s best. 

The people of this country can not afford to permit themselves to be 
lulled into a false sense of security. Just because the Allies have held the 
western line; just because they have defeated the great Austrian offensive, 
is no indication that victory is even remotely in sight. The German machine 
is still militant and it will take millions of Americans to bring the allied 
armies to a point where real offensive warfare can be risked. There is a 
vast difference between holding the western line, and marching to Berlin. 
Germany must be greatly reduced and the Allies immeasurably strengthened 
before the latter move can be undertaken—and we must not even dream of 
relaxing our efforts until this is effected. 

Our ship-building program assures us that transport facilities will con¬ 
stantly increase from now on. Why, then, should all this unused material 
in fighting men—material of the very best—be left unused? All the other 
allied nations have utilized all their available fighting force. 

Some may ask, Who will take the places of these men in industrial life? 
And we give the Yankee’s answer by asking another question: Who has 
taken those places in England and France? 

We will make a most fatal mistake if we permit the idea to enter the 
national mind that we can win this war with our surplus. America is going 
to be forced to trench deeply on her capital before the end comes. Fighting 
men by millions and material resources by billions must be .poured into the 
vortex before we can rest in victory. Germany would be only too pleased to 
see us lulled into a false sense of security to the extent of even the least 
slackening of our intense preparations. 

Let’s utilize all the latent fighting material as well as material re¬ 
sources.

RED CROSS HANDLES 
MAIL TO ALIENS 


COMMUNICATIONS- TO CENTEAL 

^POWERS ABE REWRITTEN TO 

■“AVOID CODE MESSAGES. 

To prevent tlie possibility of valu¬ 
able information getting into Ger¬ 
many, the American Red Cross, in 
sending letters behind the enemy 
lines at the request of persons in this 
country, is carefully following a plan 
worked out by the State Department 
to do away with code. 

Americans, Germans or others in 
the United States wishing to com¬ 
municate with relatives in Germany 
must now write out their message in 
Red Cross chapters throughout the 
country. These are sent through the 
division offices of the organization to 
national headquarters. Here they are 
rewritten and the wording absolutely 
changed to prevent the sending of any 
diagram or secret code. The mes¬ 
sages are then given to the Censor¬ 
ship Board and are passed or refused 
by them as the case may be. When 
they reach a neutral country, they are 
translated on other paper and in most 
cases delivered by the Red Cross of 
the place to which they go. The plan 
is considered as spy-proof as it is pos¬ 
sible to devise. 

During the last twenty-five years 
the practice has grown up that wel¬ 
fare inquiries and messages shall be 
permitted between civilians in coun¬ 
tries which are at war with each 
other. The promiscuous sending of 
letters through organizations in neu¬ 
tral countries could not be permitted 
because of the large number of ene¬ 
mies in the country. To prohibit en¬ 
tirely the sending of messages would, 
for example, prevent a loyal American 
from finding out whether his sister, 
unfortunately married to a German, 
was alive or dead. Prohibition was 
in force for a time and pitiful ap¬ 
peals were received by the Red Cross 
from French, Belgians and Italians, 
begging the society to get word for 
them as to whether their people in 
the occupied districts were still 
alive. 

The State Department presented to 
the Red Cross the present plan in 
detail and asked that the 'Red Cross 
put it Jnto effect. As it was a purely 
humanitarian work, the government 
could do no more than supervise the 
work. 

To-day the American Red Cross is 
sending an average of 1300 letters a 
day to persons living behind the 
enemy lines. This work is done 
through Washington headquarters of 
the American Red Cross.

On March 31, 1917, Jos. H. Nash, 
County Clerk, sent a telegram to 
Congressman E. A. Hayes, asking the 
latter to do all in his power to pre¬ 
vent the United States becoming in¬ 
volved in the European conflict. 
Copies of this telegram were recently 
sent broadcast to the voters of the 
county by those opposed to Nash’s re- 
election. Nash submitted a statement 
defining his position and explaining 
what he alleges to be a political at¬ 
tack. This statement appeared in one 
of the county papers on July 13, and 
drew a reply from Roy H. Curran. 

The telegram which Nash sent to 
Congressman Hayes, which has pre¬ 
cipitated the clash between the two 
candidates, is as follows: 

“Redwood City, Cal., March 31, 1917. 

“Hon. E. A. Hayes, House of Rep¬ 
resentatives, Washington, D. C.: Use 
all honorable means to keep us out 
of European conflict. If we must 
fight, let us protect our honor in 
Mexico. Are we being made a cats- 
paw of by England and Wall Street? 

“JOS. H. NASH.” 

The letters of both Nash and Cur¬ 
ran are herewith printed at their re¬ 
quest. 

Redwood City, California. 

To the Voters of San Mateo 
County: 

It is not through inclination that 
I burden the public with a letter, and 
I would not now but for the cowardly 
manner in which my opponent and 
his silent supporters are attacking 
me. 

My opponent has suddenly discov¬ 
ered his “duty” as an American citi¬ 
zen and has announced it over his 
own signature. It is to annex to 
himself the title and salary of County 
Clerk of San Mateo county. It ap¬ 
pears to be his full conception of his 
patriotic duty, since he neither 
claims, nor does investigation show, 
that he has attempted anything else. 

It is deeply regrettable that my 
hope that war might be avoided, ex¬ 
pressed in common with millions of 
my countrymen BEFORE THE EN¬ 
TRY OF OUR COUNTRY INTO WAR, 
and BEFORE we fully understood 
conditions, can now be distorted for 
political purposes. It may be noted 
that my opponent in his circular does 
not charge that I have in any meas¬ 
ure failed in the full discharge of my 
work in the registration of our sol¬ 
diers for the National Army or as 
chairman of the War Savings Com¬ 
mittee of Redwood City, or as a 
member of the County Council of De¬ 
fense, or in my personal support of 
and subscriptions in the Liberty Loan 
and Red Cross campaigns. The facts 
prevent him. 

Would it not be well to determine 
one’s loyalty by what he has done or 
attempted to do. We FAIL TO FIND 
MY OPPONENT’S NAME CONNECT¬ 
ED WITH A SINGLE WAR AC¬ 
TIVITY! 

My opponent must know that “the 
ring” opposing me canvassed the 
county for a candidate before they 
found one who would stoop to their 
kind of politics. He must know, too, 
the reason they desire my defeat. If 
he does not, he can find it in the 
records of the Superior Court of this 
county. 

If you will note, my traducers say 
nothing about my work as County 
Clerk. Tl»o facts likewise prevent 
them! I have occupied the office for 
nearly twelve years and I have man¬ 
aged it to the absolute exclusion of 
the old “ring,” and even they, in their 
desire to get me out, cannot criticize 
In the slightest degree my conduct of 
the affairs of the county.

To the Voters of San Mateo 
County: 

I beg to reply to the letter by Mr. 
Nash published in the San Mateo 
county Daily News on July 13, 1918. 

Mr. Nash states in his letter that 
“It is deeply regrettable that my 
hope that war might be avoided, ex¬ 
pressed in common with millions of 
my countrymen BEFORE THE EN¬ 
TRY OF OUR COUNTRY INTO THE 
WAR, and BEFORE we fully under¬ 
stood conditions, can now be dis¬ 
torted for political purpoys.” 

First—Nash’s statement that mil¬ 
lions of Americans opposed war with 
Germany at the time he did, is a libel, 
I believe. At the time Nash was 
campaigning against war with Ger¬ 
many, the others doing likewise were 
mostly German propagandists and 
sympathizers. 

Second—I will ask Mr. Nash, if he 
wanted to avert war, why did he sug¬ 
gest war with Mexico in his remark¬ 
able telegram to Congressman Hayes 
on March 31, 1917? 

Third—Mr. Nash, do you know that 
diplomatic relations between America 
and Germany were severed February 
3, 1917? 

Fourth—Do you know that Presi¬ 
dent Wilson on February 3, 1917, offi¬ 
cially laid before Congress the extra¬ 
ordinary announcement of the Im¬ 
perial German Government that on 
and after the first day of February 
(1917) it was its purpose to put aside 
all restraints of law or of humanity 
and use its submarines to sink every 
vessel that sought to approach either 
the ports of Great Britain and Ireland 
or the western coasts of Europe or 
any of the ports controlled by the 
enemies of Germany within the Medi¬ 
terranean? 

Fifth—Of course you know that the 
“Zimmerman” note was intercepted 
and revealed by our Government on 
Febrauary 28, 1917. 

Where were you, Mr. Nash, between 
February 3, 1917, and March 31, 
1917? 

How long does it take you to be¬ 
come not only a good American, but 
a supporter of righteousness, justice 
and humanity? 

I will quote your own telegram to 
Congressman Hayes: 

“Redwood City, Cal., March 31, 1917. 

“Hon. E. A. Hayes, House of Rep¬ 
resentatives, Washington, D. C.: Use 
all honorable means to keep us out 
of the European conflict. If we must 
fight, let us protect our honor in 
Mexico. Are we being made a cats- 
paw of by England and Wall Street? 

"Jos. H. Nash.” 

You suggested war with Mexico, 
just exactly what that rascal Zimmer- 
mann and the German propagandists 
were striving for. You were against 
war with Germany, but not against 
war with Mexico. If you had the 
same views as Zimmernuinn on 
March 31, 1917, two months after 
Germany’s submarine announcement, 
when did you change your views and 
become a patriotic American? 

Mr. Nash points to the faithful dis¬ 
charge of ills duties in the registra¬ 
tion of our soldiers. I have never 
questioned that, and ask Mr. Nash 
why should he not fulfill his duties? 
What does he suppose would have 
happened had he failed to register the 
soldiers? 

Mr. Naslt mentioned his Red Cross 
activities. I will ask him what atti¬ 
tude his whole household took in the 
Red Cross work before the first 
drive? Did you, Mr. Nash, refuse to 
do anything for the Red Cross before 
we were at war, on the ground that 
the American Red Cross did nothing 
for Germany? Did you know, Mr. 
Nash, that long before we were at 
war, Germany, after murdering Red 
Cross nurses and doctors, kicked the 
organization out of Germany? 

To the voters I will say that I 
know of no “ring” supporting me out¬ 
side of hundreds of good American 
citizens of this county. I challenge 
Mr. Nash to name the members of a 
so-called “ring” supporting me.

have that letter framed in my office 
now. 

Two weeks later the young man in 
Lima, Ohio, wrote again, saying that 
having heard nothing he presumed 
that nothing had come of it and that 
he was sorry to have given them any 
trouble at all and hoped they would 
forgive him; but suggested that he 
wanted to come east to make his way 
and could they let him have a few 
weeks’ work while he was looking 
around New York. They telegraphed 
for him to come. He was there five 
months, and got along so well, and 
was received with such friendliness 
and open arms, that after four months 
and a half of that time he was en¬ 
abled to be in the office alone, picking 
up some of his back work, at eleven 
o’clock, and opened the door for sev¬ 
eral secret service operatives. 

It was there and then that the en¬ 
tire plot to blow up the Welland 
Canal was discovered, the plot which 
a little while later put Mr. Koenig in 
jail.

Every word of that conference, 
which was translated from Spanish 
for Captain Boy-Ed’s benefit, was 
handed over to the United States 
Government the next afternoon; and 
in that way the people of the country, 
I think, got their first idea as to the 
extent of the German propaganda, as 
far as it related to our affairs with 
Mexico, our sister republic. 

A little while later, a young Ger¬ 
man army officer—and I am telling 
you this to illustrate what I will get 
to a little later on, the mentality of 
the official German—which we had to 
find out something about to accom¬ 
plish what we did. 

Wemerhorn was a very clean-cut, 
handsome young Germhn army officer. 
He was ordered by Captain von 
Papen to go up to' the Canadian 
border and blow up the Vanceboro 
bridge on the border. That was one 
of their child-like amusements at that 
time. He went down to West street 
in New York, and bought himself a 
second-hand suit of clothes for about 
four dollars and got a pair of heavy 
hob-nailed shoes, let his beard grow 
for a week, cut off his military mus¬ 
tache, and with a little filthy cap on 
his head, he boarded the Merchants’ 
Limited train from New York to Bos¬ 
ton. And when I asked him myself 
in Charlestown jail a little later how 
it was that he had done that, he said, 
“Sir, I am an officer and a gentleman* 
and I don’t travel any other way.*’ 

We found out, a very little while 
after we began our work, that there 
was something going on entirely out¬ 
side of the embassy and the consul¬ 
ates, something tremendously harmful 
to the peace of the United States;
